Miss Fleming has been in hos¬ 
pitals over 100 days dn the past 
year and has nearly exhausted 
all insurance benefits. The kid¬ 
ney transplant tis due in a short 
time and hospital and doctor 
bills, plus nursing and transpor¬ 
tation to and from Boston have 
heavily taxed the Fleming fam¬ 
ily- 

There are no Federal or State 
Funds available for kidney opei> 
ations and there are only a few 


kidney machines in the entire 
country so treatment for kidney 
ailments are very costly. 

Mr. Christopher has asked fo-r 
volunteer workers to join him in 
this fund drive. The Agawam

Q. The hospital part of medi¬ 
care is for everyone, isn’t it, 
whether you’ve w r orked under so¬ 
cial security or not? 

A. People already' 65, and who 
will reach 65 before 1968, need no 
work under social security to qua¬ 
lify for hospital insurance.

A. No, there are certain charges 
that medicare does not cover. You 
are responsible for the first $40 
of your hospital bill as well as 
$10 a day if you are hospitalized 
for over 60 days. After 90 days 
in one spell of illness hospital in¬ 
surance coverage stops. In addi¬ 
tion, unless a private room is 
medically necessary, hospital in¬ 
surance will pay only the cost of 
a semi-private room. Finally, 
many hospitals include in their 
I billing the charges of hospital- 
based physicians — doctors avho 
read X-rays, administer anesthe¬ 
sia, or analyze laboratory results. 
Medical insurance under medicare 
will pay 80 percent of these 
charges, but hospital insurance 
does not cover any doctor bills. 
For other exceptions see your 
Medicare Handbook. 

Q. I’ve heard that you can get 
| a visiting nurse to come under 
medicare right? 

A. Medicare doesn’t actually 
! provide the services of a visiting 
! nurse, but it does help pay for 
j them if they are available and are 
used. Visiting nurse sendees are 
j paid for under medicare only if 
they are provided by a certified 
home health agency, and not if 
j provided by a nurse working as 
an independent agent.

“REAL” 

How do you fool those fin¬ 
icky bottom-dwelling fish that 
frequently reach lunker pro¬ 
portions because of selective 
feeding habits? 

Sinking a hook home in the 
jaw- of an eight-pound bass 
carries about the same odds for 
the average angler as hitting a 
daily double at the track, yet 
there are those who score with 
uncanny success. 

For the guy who wants to 
better his chances in the lunker 
department, there are a couple 
tricks on this season’s scene 
that may be of interest, say the 
fishing experts at Mercury out¬ 
boards. 

The first, they claim, is the 
“chewable” lure. While this 
soft offering has been standard 
fare for bait users and devo¬ 
tees of pork rinds and plastic 
worms, the “pliable approach” 
is also available to plug casters. 
With the tendency of big iish 
to mouth and chew a while be¬ 
fore swallowing, it certainly 
has merits. 

Recently marketed soft lures 
that emulate many old, proven 
favorites have the deceptive 
characteristics of natural bait. 
This quality becomes highly 
important when dealing with 
lunkers that seize a bait and 
gingerly move off for some dis¬ 
tance while contemplating the 
authenticity of the morsel and 
turning it around before 
swallowing. 

Weight is necessary to get 
the lure down on bottom. But 
it also presents an unnatural 
resistance that may warn of 
danger when engulfed by a 
fish. The big boys have a way 
of releasing a suspect dinner 
without ever brushing a barb. 

To overcome this warning 
signal, use a hollowed-out 
sinker through which the line 
has been threaded. It provides 
the needed weight yet permits 
the lure tp be grabbed and 
carried with the line running- 
free through the sinker. 

Try a free-rosining chewable 
plug for choov bottom 
feeders, urge the Merc ury lads.
